SUNDAY MORNING CHATS 


As I look out of the-window at the dark- 
ened sky and up at the stars, and figur- 
atively out over the world, this night 
before it is daylight, my heart is heavy 
and I am sad, and ashamed for my fellow 
man, and almost discouraged. 

My God, my God, what are we, any- 
how? A pack of human wolves, thieves 
and dishonest scoundrels devoid of all 
honor? 


It would seem so, when one seans the 


dispatches of the day and night and finds’ 


that all the powers of our government, 
our senators and representatives in con- 
gress, our state governors, legislators, dis- 
trict attorneys and others in authority, 
by the hundreds, are called upon to dig 
out the laws and make new ones, and put 
them into force against us, because we 
as a people have lost all honor, all shame, 
all honesty and all common deeeney. All, 
or nearly all, are profiteering, which js 
only a new name for robbery, piracy, 
burglary, pocket-picking and downright 
thievery. Seemingly cach is trying to 
see how much he can defraud his neigh- 
hor, and the neighbor, in turn, retaliates 
by some similar method. 

When the wholesaler adds on another 
dollar to the price of the goods to the 
retailer, the retailer immediately adds 
that dollar to the price to the consumer, 
and then adds another dollar on his own 
hook, for good measure. Then the con- 
sumer, if he be a wage-earner, goes to his 
place of work and demands a raise in 
wage two or three notches higher than 
the retailer’s extortion warranted, and 
backs his demand up by an organized 
threat to tie up every industry in the 
country and paralyze everything, unless 
his demands are met. Next day the 
wholesaler and manufacturer comes again, 
and then the retailer, and then the wage 
earner, and so on ad labitum, ad nauseum, 
ad hell and damnation and rascally dis 
honesty. 

Even the President of the United States, 
after studying the reports of commissions 
and committees of investigations, say it 
is iucalied for, aamece ssary and corrupt 
And he is right—that’s just what it is. 

Each lays the blame on the other, when 
in point of faet they are all to blame 
and all’ trying to rob and plunder the 
other, with no more shame or conseienee 
than any Captain Kidd that ever scuttled 
a ship. 


The manufacturer is dishonest, the 
wholesaler, retailer, wage-cearner and the 
whole kit and boodle of them are as like 
as two peas in a pod. They are all 
tarred with the same stick and one just 
about as black as the other. Doubtless 
our labor union friends will throw a. fit 
over this assertion, but I should worry. 
Here is one newspaper and one editor 
that is strictly in the free lanee class. 
Nobody has any strings on us, cither 
banker or shoveler, capitalist, worker or 
middle class, and we propose to tell the 
truth as we sce the truth if the mountains | 
fall into the ocean. 

Recently the stove-moulders demanded 
and got a raise to $10.50 a day, for pour- 
ing hot metal into moulds, and the up- 
holsters demanded and forced a raise to 
$12.50 a day. No stove moulder or up- 
hodgterer was ever born that is worth that 
money, and to pay it his employer has 
got to rob everybody he does business 
with. I am a man of some education and 
large experience and have spent a life- 
time learning to be a writer and news- 


paper man, yet I cannot go out and get 
any such wages, and would not be worth 
it if I could. 


Is it not a shame and disgrace that we 


as a people have got to be threatened 
with the penitentiary in order to make 
us half way honest and honorable in our 
dealings with our flow men? 


The average increase in price of the 


products of this printing office, adver- 
tising, subscriptions and job printing, 
have not. been increased to exceed ten 
percent. over what they were fonr years 
ago, yet’we have had the same increase 
in expenses to contend with that every- 
body else has been up again. So we are 
not in the profiteering clase, and are in a 


t 
‘ 


position to hand a wallop to those who 
are, and that is what I propose to do, 
whether they like it or not. 

My editorial writings, which dver a 
hundred other papers besides this one 
now buy and use, are read by something 
like 200,000 people all over the country.

A suicide pact of youthful lovers 
that was sealed in the darkness over 
the rolling combers off the ocean 
beach and broken when the girl | 
dived into the surf and her sweet- 
heart, afraid, turned and walked 
away, was described to the police 
of San Francisco yesterday by John 
Shippie, a discharged soldier, 22 
years old, in one of the most extra- 
ordinary and puzzling mysteries of 
love and death ever revealed to city 
detectives. 

The girl, according to Shippie, is 
Helen Steele, aged 19, pretty daugh- 
ter of a wealthy Los Angeles con- 
tractor, who, he says, agreed to die 
with him when her parents blighted 
theif dreams of marital happiness. 

Her parents, believed to be in San 
Francisco, are being hunted by de-|
